IGH RETURN: SEEN 


IN UTILITIES PROBE 


Federal Trade Group 
Ends Hearings in Ne- 
braska Power Affairs. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—4)— 
The federal trade commission conclud- 
ed its hearings today on the Nebraska 
Power Company by an examination of 
the comeeey ® balance sheet, and set 
March 16 for its next utilities hearing, 
when the affairs of the New England 
Public Service Company, one of the 
Insull group, will be examined. 

The hearing was concluded with the 
testimony of one of the commission's 
examiners, A. Lundvail. The exam- 
iner, after giving a technical explana- 
tion of the method of computing rate 
returns, said the American Light & 
Power Company’s rate of return had 
ranged since 1921 from 47 per cent to 
G7 per cent in 1924. In every year 
since 1921 and through 1928 the re- 
turn to the American company from 
its subsidiary had been over per 
cent. 

Through the American Power & 
Light Company, the Nebraska corpo- 
ration is an indirect subsidiary of the 
Electric Bond & Share Company. 

Walter Meleen, who had testified 
yesterday on the company's “write- 
up” in book value when it purchased 
the properties and securities of Omaha 
Electric Light & Power Co., was re- 
called to the stand for further testi- 
mony on the company’s affairs. 

He testified that its assets grew 
from $15,821,891 on June 1, 1917, to 
$29,836,310 on December 31, 1928. 
Adding to this the “write-up” previ- 
ously testified to, $7.387,815 in book 
value, would make the total increase 
$21,401,934 over the total of the last 
day on which the utility was operated 
by the Omaha Electric Light Pow- 
er Co. 

A considerable part of the growth 
of the company in previous testimony 
had been attributed to purchase of mu- 
nicipal plants, although it has been 
said none of these were bought with- 
out a referendum approving the sale. 


MARSH LAUDS HARRIS, 
SCORES GEORGE, CRISP 


Lauding Senator Warris for his 
support of the federal unemployment 
relief legislation, and assailing Sena- 
tor George and Representative Crisp 
for their indorsement of the federal 
sales tax bill, Benjamin C. Marsh, of 
Washington, D. C., executive secre- 
tary of the People’s Lobby, addressed 
the monthly meeting of the Civic Club 
of Atlanta at the Ansley hotel Friday 
night. 

“Senator Harris favored a federal 
appropriation to help feed the starv- 
ing and underfed victims of unemploy- 
ment in the United States when he 
supported the Costigan- -La  Follette 
bill,” Marsh said, “but Senator 
George, for some reason, preferred to 
let these people suffer or to put the 
cost of caring for them upon the small 
home-owners and small businessmen 
ef Georgia and other states. 

“In 1930,” he added, “6,152 people 
with incomes over $100,000 had an 
aggregate net income of $1,556 /805;- 
00. They paid in federal income taxes 
and surtaxes only about $238,000,000. 
They should pay $600,000,000 more 
in income taxes. During this same 
year, 1930, about 736,000 people with 
incomes over $5,000~had an aggre- 
gate net income of $10,199,000,000 
and they paid income taxes of only 
$462,439,000. They should pay at 
least $1,200,000,000 more in income 
taxes and surtaxes. 

“Congressman Crisp, of Georgia, 
has been makimg a big to-do about 
balancing the federal budget, but he 
proposes to balance it by extorting 
at least $550,000,000 through a 2 per 
eent sales tax on manufactures, from 
people with incomes of $5,000 or less 
and putting most of :the burden on 
those with incomes of $3,000 or less. 

“This fall’s election, regardless of 
who is nominated for president, will 
be won before congress adjourns to 
attend the political conventions, and 
it is incumbent upon progressive dem- 
ocrats to see to it that their party 
breaks away from the present con- 
trol and does something practical to 
end unemployment, which means 
transferring a large part of the in- 
come that now goes to property to 
producers, through taxation.”
